SERIOUS FRACAS ON BOARD THE 
VERONA, 

About eight o'clock this morning a se- 
rious fracas occurred on board the P. & 0. 
steamer Verona, which arrived from Japan 
yosterduy, between tha Malay seamen and 
the Chinese firemen, 
out of aome paltry circumstances connected 
with the distribution of xice, which was 
aaficient to let loose ali_ the latent animo- 
aity of the two races, Fora short time'the 
coutending parties had posscasion of the 
ship, but the officers behaved with remark- 
able coolness and wore able te control the 
men before catistance wasrecoived, During 
the heat of the fight kuives, belaying pina, 
blocks and everything they could lay hands 
cn wore freely used by tho combatents. 

-Qne Chinaman. received seven flash 
wounds, note of thems-rious, while several 
got pretty, hard knocks on the legs and 
era and not @ few black eyes were obsery- 
able. When the outbreak occurred signal 
flays indicating o mutiny were hoisted. “ The 
flags were not thuae required by the regula- 
ticnsforcalling the pelice, butthoso answering 
for the marines.

J was 
looking after my rice, 1 heard avcund de- 
fondant and cook inaking a neise. T cane 
down and asked 2ud defendant what was 
tho matter. He said ‘ tho cook started the 
winch without telling mea word ; if any- 
thing goes wrong with the winch J ahall be 
blamed for it.’ So 1 said to the 2nd dofen- 
dont and the couk ‘ Duo’t make a noise ; go 
away, whilo I was aaying this to the second 
defendant a Chinaman, whom I do not 
know, came and atruck me with a piece of 
wood on my ear. 

The secand defendant, in hia defenco, 
merely said—I have nothing to aay, what 
the Ist defendant says is all true. 

The 3rd defendant said :—The fiylit 
commenced on account of my having atnm- 
bled against the 2nd defeudaut. Ho said 
that I had dirty clothes ou and that I was 
‘dirtying’ him. Atiirat he abused mo and 
then he gave me 4 blow on the eye {mark 
shown). A lot of aailors were there, One 
nf them took up a knife and scratched my

SERIOUS CHARGE AGAINST AN 
INDIAN CONSTABLE. 

An inquiry was held at the Magistracy 
to-day into the circumstances attending the 
death of Liu Sz Tak, a coolio uged 37, who 
died, it is alloged, of injuries recoived from 
an Iudian Constable near the scene of the 
fire in Queen's Road West the other day. , 

Mr Wotton appeared on behalf of the 
Constable, Indian P. C, 729, and said he 
would like to know what was the charge 
that was brought against his client, He 
underatood that the constable was put on 
guard at the scene of the recent fire, and 
that it was atleged by the mother of the de- 
ceased that her son was pushed or kicked 
by the conatable and that he foll down and, 
died in consequencs. 

Hig Worship—tI admit that there is some 
suspicion, but as yet no charge has been 
miude against the constable. This is sim- 
ply an inquiry inta the death. Do you ap- 
penr to watch the case? 

Mr Wotton—I appear for tho fodian 
Constable, and I suppose I shall have the 
power to cross-examine the witnessed. 

His Worship--If you are permitted, It 
ig a matier of permission, 

‘Mr Wottun—I have nover known of such 
a permission being refused,

HONGKONG AND CHINESE EMI- 
: GRATION. 

The following are the concludiuy sont. 
ences of a contributed artivle which uppesr- 
ed in the Zimex of thy id Se kindly

Tho position of China now io a vary sin- 
ple ona, and muy bo easily atated. It is no 
part of her duty to aid- other Puwers to sut- 
tle their internal difficultica ; she haw no 
proposition to mako, but she stands by the 
treaty rights of hor subjects. Sho bas no 
desiro that thoy should yo abrond, but, if 
they do, sho holds thom entitled to the 
sume treatmont us the subjects uf other 
Powera ; if forcign countries can without 
invidious and olfensive legislation ayainat 
Chineso, ond Chinesa alone, prevent Chi- 
nesc immigration eho will not object; it 
dova not concern hor, but she will protrat 
against diserimiunting, treatmout of Chi- 
hese; sho will never be o- party to any 
policy which places her subjecta on lower 
level than the othor coun- tries, If Co- 
Jonint Legislatures and similar bodies op- 
presa Chineso sho will not cenaa to protest, 
and may bide her time for roturning the 
compliment. a 
, Aud now cotnes the question, Is it pos- 
sible to reatrict labour hutmigration to Aus- 
trolin without discriminating against Chi- 


nese} cau we not satisfy the Chiness con- 
ditions and yet do what we want? Tt seems 
to me quite possible, without invoking the 
aid of treaties or any other international 
muchinery. In tho first place, tho traftic 
in Chineso Jabourers to Australia, as to 
Cnnada and the United States, is a British 
trafic. It is uuder tho control of the 
British authorities, and is carried un under 
British protection from beginning tu end. 
Its origin is Hongkong. Krom this port 
sail tho British vessela which- convey the 
conlies to Brisbane, Sydney, San Francisco, 
or Vancouver. The trade is one highly or- 
ganized at both ends. Tho covlios aro 
collected in China, conveyed to Hung 
kong, where they onter into contracts, 
and are then consigned to guilds and 
organizations in tho principal cities in 
the colonies. A an instance of the mann: ¢ 
in which the trado is conducted it inuy be 
mentioned that all the pasaages of the coolies 
in one of the veasele which enterod Sydney 
Harbour early in April lsat were paid for in 
Hongkong by one person, Thera is, of 
course, also the trade from Singapore, of 
eoolivs originally imported there from 
Hongkong, but tha latter port ja and always 
hes been the fons cé ortgo mali, The in- 
terests of Hongkung ara naturally largely 
involved in the trade ; quite reeeutly, when 
the agitation in Auatralia put a slop to 
emigrutiua for o time, freights’ on the 
gtenmers wont up immediately, to the loss 
of shippers, and no doubt ot the shipping 
companies also. With this trade starting 
from British ports and guing to British 
ports, carried in Dritish bottoms, and 
from beginning to end under the British 
flag, it is not clear why wo cannot deal 
with it ourselves without inviting tho aid of 
aforeign Government. We have never tried 
to atop it at its source—viz.,. Hongkung, 
From this place it hes yono om merrily year 
after year, in spite of Australian objections, 
and it seems absurd tu go all the way ta 
Pekin, and ask the aid of the Chincae Go- 
yernmentto'stopatrade which wehave under 
our own hands and in our own colunies. 
Again, the Australian colonies have it in 
their power, without infriuging treaty 
provisions or offending China, tu check 
the labour immigration, about which 
alone they manifest any concern. The 
labonrora landing in Australia aro absolute 
paupera; they have nothing but their 
inuscles to aepend en, they have no 
means whatever, and they uro prevented 
from coming onthe rates by the circum. 
stanca that they. are cousigned to guilds whe 
take charga of them, and for whom they 
work until their debt-ia paid off. Is there 
no legislation in the ovlunies against pauper 
immigration? I not, it cvuld soon be pro. 
vided, and it’ would strike ot ‘the very 
clas againat which the Australians want to 
be protected. In tha mexsnrea here aug. 
veated there would be no discrimination ; 
they would affect Ubineso maisly, or even 
wholly ; bat to this the Chiness Govern- 
ment is quite indifferent, for its people 
going abrosd must be subject equally with 
all others to Jocal laws, The (h-neae objece 
tion is to lawa directed at them and at them 
plone, treating them asa cluas upart from 
all others, a class tu be tazed and reprensed ; 
they.object to lawa which regard a China- 
man as a being inferior to a Japanese, o 
negro, ot a Choctaw ; but thoy do not object 
to general Jaws, applicable te all nations 
alike, which yet, through apeoial circum- 
stances, weigh more heavily on Chinese 
than on others, Now thut o treaty ig ont 
of the question, the Imperial Government 
and the colonies will be forced to try the 
ordinary cxpedtients which lie at their 
hands; unless, indeed, the clumey and 
illegal device of probibiting the immigration 
hy statutes such a3 thot lately passed in 
New South Wales becomes the rule, This 
ia an alternative which no British Govern. 
mentcan view with satisfaction ; for if it 
becomes general, the Secretary of State 
would not be long able to write with truch 
‘of ‘the friendly relations’ existing between 
this country and Chiua, and, after all, New 
South Wales does not form quite’ thy whole 
ofthe British Empire. Questions connected 
with other possessions of iho Queen oc- 
casionally demand the attention and so- 
licitude of British statesmen,

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OHINESE CHARACTERISTICS. 
CONTEMET FOR FOUEIGNERS. 

Jt is difficult for the European traveller 
who visits the city of Canton for the frst 
time, to realise the fact that this Chinese 
emporium has enjoyed regular intercourse 
with Europeans for a period of more than 
360 years. During much the greater part 
of that time, there was very little in the 
canduct of any Western nation in ita deal- 
inga with the Chinesa, of which we have 
any reason to be proud, Tho normal atti- 
tude of the Chinese towards the peaplo of 
othor Jauds whe choso to come to China, 
for any purpuse whatever, has been the 
attitude of tho anciont Greeks to every pa- 
tion not Grocian, to consider and to treat 
thom as ‘barbarians.’ It is only since 1860, 
by especial clause in the troatios, that the 
charactor which signifies * barbarian,’ and 
which they had buon in the habit of eraploy- 
ing in official documents us synonyinous 
with the word ‘forcign,’ was disallowed. 
It must always be remembored in connec- 
tion with the behaviour of the Chincso to- 
wards outside nations of tho west, that the 
Chinese had for ages been surrounded only 


| sequence, 


by the most conapicuous inferiarity, and had 
thas been flattered in the most dangerous, 
because the most plausible and therefore 
tho most effective way. Finding, as they 
did, that the foraiguers with whom thoy 
came into contact could be alternately 
cajoled and bullied into conforming to the 
wishes of the Chiness, the latter wore but 
confirmed in their instinct of uuspeakable 
superiority and invariably acted upon 
thia theory, antil compelled to do other- 
wise, by the <apture of Peking. ‘ince 
that time, although Jess than a gonera- 
tion. has passed away, great changes 
have come over Ohina, ond it might 
be supposed, that now at length for- 
eign civilization and foreigners would be 
appreciated by the Chineso at their full 
vale, No very. extended or intimate ac- 
‘with the Chinese people is 
needed, however, to convince apy candid 
observer that the preseot normal attitude 
of the Chineso mind, official and unofiicial, 
towards foreigners, is not one of respect, 
Tf the Chinese do ot feel for us an actual 
_ contempt, they do foel and often entirely 
and unintentionally manifest o fooling of 
condescension, It is this phenomenon with 
which we have now to deal. no 
Tho Grst peculiarity which the Chinene 
notico in regard to foreigners, is their dress, 
and in this we think nv one will claim that 
we have much of which wo can be proud, 
Zt ix true that all varieties of the oriental 
costume.seom to us to be clumsy, pen- 
dulovs, and restrictive of ‘ personal libarty,’ 
but that is because our requirements in the 
line of active motion, aro utterly different 
from those of any oriental people, When 
we consider the oriental modes of dress as 
adapted to orientals, we cannot help recog. 
nising the undoubted fact, thut for orientala 
this is exactly suited. “But when ori- 
entals, and especially Chinese, examine our 
costume, they find nothing whatevor to 
admiro, and much to excite criticism, not to” 
any tidicole, It is a postulate in oriental 
dress that it shall be lvoe, and aball bo 
draped in sucha way 68 to conceal the con- 
tour of the body. A Chinese gentleman 
glad in s short frock, would nat venture to 
show himself in public, but numbers of 
foreigners are continually seen in every 
foreign ‘settlement in China, clad in what 
are appropriately atylod * monkey jackets, 
The forcign ssck-coat, tho double-breasted 
frock-coat, (not single bu‘ton of which 
muy bein use), and eapecially the hideous 
and: amorphous ebortion called a ‘dress., 
coat,’ are all equall incowprehensible to 
the Chinese, particularly as somo of thess 
ments do pat pretond to cover the chest, 
‘which is the most exposed part of the hody, 
made still more exposed by the unaccount- 
able deficiencies of a veat cut away 80 ag to 
display a atrip of ligen. Every foreigner 
in China, is seen to hava two buttons 
esourely fastened to the tail of his coat, 
“whore thore is nevar anything to button, 
and whare they are 2s little ornamental as 
weofal, If the dress of the male farcigner 
appears to the average Chinese to ‘be eusen> 
ly irrational and Tidiculoug, that of the 
foreign ladies js fay more 80. It violates 
Ghinese ideas of poe not to a of 
decency, in & great vartety of ways. Laken 
Snoonasetion with that fracdom of inter- 
qourse between. the sozes which is the ac- 
spopaniment of cocidental civilization, it is 
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not strange that the Chinesa who judyo 
only from traditional standards of fitneas, 
should thoroughly misunderstand and 
grossly misconstrue what they see, Foreign 
ignoranco of thy Chineso Innguige is o fer- 
tile occasion fora feeling of superiority on 
the part of Chinoso. It makes no dif- 
ference that a foreigner may be able to 
conversa fluently in every language of 
tovdern Europo, if ho cannot understand 
what is said to him by on ignorant Chineso 
covlic, the coolie will despise him in con- 
It ia true that in no doing the 
coolia will only still further illuatrate bis 
own igndrance, but his fooling of superiar- 
ity ia not the less real on account of ita in- 
adequnto basis. If tho foreigner is strug- 
gling with his environment, and ondeavor- 
ing to master the language of the peapto. 
he wil be constantly stung by the air of 
disdain with which even his own servants 
will remark in an audiblo ‘ asido,’ ‘Oh, he 
does not understand!  whwn tho sole 
obstacle to wnderstand Jive in the turbid 
statement of the Chineso himself, But the 
Chinese dees not recagnize this fact, nor if 
he should do sc, would it diminish hia 
sense of innate superiority. This generat 
state of things continuca indefinitely for 
all etudenta of Chinese, for no matter 
how much ono knows, there is always a 
continental. area which he dora not know, 
lt aeems to ba a general experience though 
not necessarily a univeraal one, that the 
foreignor in China, after the preliminary 
stagos of his oxperience arv passed, gets 
little credit for anything which he happens 
to know, but rather diseredit for the things 
which he deca not knew. Tho Chinese 
eatimate of the value of the knowledge which 
foreigners diaplay of the Chinese language 
and Chineso literature, is frequently sus- 
ceptible of illnstration by ‘a remark of Dr. 
Jobnaon’s in regard to woman's preaching 
which he declared to be like a dog’a walk- 
ing on its hind kgs—it is not well done, but | 
then itis a surprise to find it done at all! 
Foreign ignorance of the custerus of the | 
Chinese, is another cause of a feeling of | 
superivrity on tho part of the Chinese. 
That any one should be ignorant of what 
they have always known. seems to them to 
bo ahnust incredible, Many Chineae un- 
consciously adupt toward foreigners, aa 
ait of amused interest, combined with des 
reciation, liko that with which Mr. 
ittimer reyarded David Coppertield, sa 
if mentally saying perpetually, ‘So youu 
air, so young!’ This does not apply 
usally to all stagea of one’s experience in 
China, for experience accumulates more or 
less rapidly fur abrowd bservers, as fore 
cigners in China aro not unlikely to be. 
Still, whatever the extent of one’s experi- 
ence, there ure moltitudes of detnils 
in regard to social mattera, of which one 
must necessarily be ignorant, for the renson 
that he has never heard of them, and there 
ynust be a first titne for every acquisition. 
Forsign inability to do what any ordinary 
Ohinese can do with tho greatest case, leads 
the Chinese to look down upon us. We 
cannot eat what they eat, we cannot bear 
the aun, we cannot sleep in a crowd, ina 
noise, nor without air to breathe We can- 
not scull one of their bouls, nor can we cry 
‘Yi! Vil’ to one of their mnie teams, in 
auch a way that the animale will do 
anything which we desire. It is well 
known that he artillery departmont of the 
British army on their way to Peking, was 
rendored perfectly helpless near Ho Hai 
Wu, by the desertion uf the native carters, 
for not a man in the British forces waa able 
to peranade the Chinese avimals to tako o 
single atep! Inability to conform tu Chi- 
nese ideas and ideala, in curemony, as well 
as in what we consider more importaut 
matters, causes the Chinese to feel a thinly- 
diaguised contempt for a race whom they 
think will put and cannot he tuade to un- 
derstand ‘propriety.’ It is not that a for- 
vigner cannot make a bow, bat he general- 
ly finds it hard to make a Chineso bow ina 
Chineso way, and the difliculty is us mneh 
moral as physical. The foreigner feels 
a contempt for the code of ecremoninls, 
often frivolous in their appearance, and he 
has no patience, if he has the capacity, to 
spend twenty minutes in a polite scuflle, 
the termination of which is foreseen by 
both sides with absoluse certainty, The 
foreigner does not wish to spend his time 
in talking empty nothings for ‘an odd half 
day.’ To him, time is money, but it is 
very far frem being ao to & Chinese, for in 
Chine every one has un abundance of timo, 
and very few have any money. No Chi- 
neso has ever yet learned that when that it 
is the time which belongs to him, and not 
that of some one else. With this predis- 
position to dispenso as much as possible 
with auperflucus ceremony because it is 
diataateful, and because the time which it 
involves can be uscd more agreeably in 
other ways, it is not strange that the for- 
eigner, oven ia hia own vyes, makes but a 
poor figure in comparison with a ceremo- 
nious Chinese, Compare the dress, bear- 
inga, and action of a Chinese official, with 
long flowing robes and graceful motions, 
with the awkward genuflections of his for- 
cign visitor, It requires all the native 
Oliteness of the Chinese, to prevent them 
‘rom laughing outright at the contrast. To 


do not appoar to ba much impreasg a:'by. bho 


undoubted ability of individual foroigners 
in practical lines, Saxons admiro tho man 
who ‘can,’ and as Carlyle was so fond 
‘of remsrking, they make and call him 
© King.’ Tho skill of the foreigner is 
to the Chineso amusing and porhaps amaz- 
ing, and they will by ne means forget nor 
omit to make domands upon it, the next 
time they chance to want anything done, 
but ao far from regarding the foreigner in 
this reepect an model for imitation, it is 
probable that the id -a-doca not even enter 
tha skull of ons Chinose in ten thousand. 
To thom tha ideal scholar coutinues to bo 
tho literary fossil who has learned evory- 
thing, forgotten nothing, - taken soveral 
degrees, has hard work to keop from atarva- 
tion, and with elaws on his hands several 
inchoa in lungth, cannot de any onc thing, 
(exeoptto teach school) by which ha can 
koop soul and body togethor, for ‘the 
Superior Man isnot a Utensil.’ : 

Western untions taken os o whole, do 
not impross educated Chineso with a sense 
of the superiority uf euch nations to China. 
This feeling was adinirably exemplified in 
the reply of Hia Excellency Kuo, former 
Chineso Miniator to Great Britain, when in 
answer to nqueation, Dr. Lerye had told the 
Minister that in his—Dr, Legyo’a—opinioa 
the moral condition of England is higher. 
than that of Cliina, Aftor pansing to take 
in this judgmont in all its buarings, His 
Excellency replied with deep fecling, ‘LE 
am very much surprised,” Comparisons of 
this sort cannot be successfully made, in 
a superficial way, and least of all from a 
diplomatic point of view. They involve a 
minute acquaintance with the inner life of 
both nitions, and au ability to appreciate 
the operations of countless causes in the 
gradual multiplication of effects. Into any 
such comparison it is far from being our 
porpare now to enter. 

Jt waa once thought that with Westorn 
inventio: s, China could be taken by storm. 
Knives, forks, stockings, and pianos, were 
shipped to China from England, under the 
impresion that this empire was about to 
bo ‘ Eurepeanized.’ If there over bad been 
a time when tho Chinese Empira was 
to be taken by storm in this way, that time 
would have been long ago, but thera never 
was soch time. China is not a country, 
and the Chineso are not a people, to be | 
taken by atorm, with anything whatsoover, 
‘The anly way to secure the solid and peér- 
manent reapect of the Chinese race for 
Weatern peoples aa a whole, is by convinc- 
ing object lessons, showing that Christian 
civilization in the mass und in detail, pro- 
dnee effeeta which cannot be matched by 
the civilization which China already pos- 
acases. If this conviction cannot be pro- 
duced, the Uhinese will continue, and not 
without reasun, to feel and to display in all 
thoir relation to foreigners, both condea- 
consion and contempt.—N.-C. Daily News.

What must lave been the inner thought of 
the Chinese who were told that they were 
to hehold the ‘great American Emperor,’ 
and who saw General Grant in citizen's 
costume with a cigar in his mouth, walking 
along the open streeb? Imngine a foreign 
Consul, who ranks with a Chinese Taot’ai, 
making # journey to a provincial capital to 
interview the Governor, in order to kettle 
an {nternationsl dispute, Thousands are 
gathered on the city wall to watch the pro- 
Cersion uf the great foreign magaate, a pro- 
cession which is found to consis} of two 
carts, and riding horses, the attendants of 
tho Consul being an interpreter, a Chincso 
acting as messenger (ting eh‘ai), and an- 
other as cook ! Is itany wonder thet orjent- 
als gazing on such a scene, should look 
with a cariosity which changes first to in- 
indifferance, and then to contempt ? 

The particulara in which we consider 
ourselves to be unquestionably aupertor to 
the Chinese do not make upon them tho im- 
pression which wa should expect, and which 
we could desire. . They_recogniza the fact 


that we are their superiors in mechanical 
contrivances, but many of these contri- 
varices are regarded in the light in which 
we should-took upon feats of sleight of 
hand—curious, inexplicable, and useless, 
Our results appear to them to be due to 
some kind of supernatyral power, and it is 
remembered’ that’ Confucius. refused to 
talk of magic. | How profoundly indifferent 
the Chinese are ta the wonders of steam 
and electricity practically applied, an army 
of disappointed contractors who havo been 
in China, have discovered. With few 
exceptions the CObineso. do not wish, 
(though they may be forced to take) foreign 
models for nvything whatever. They 
care nothing for sanitation, fur ventilation, 
nor for physiology. They would like some, 
but by no means all, of the resulis of West- 
ern progress, without submitting to Weat- 
em mathods, but rather than submit to 
Western methods they will cheerfully fore- 
go the results, Whatever hes a direct 
ninmistakable tendency to make China for- 
midable as a ‘Power,’ that they want and 
will have, but the rest must wait, and if 
theze wero not a Zolt-gaist, or Bpirit-of-the- 
Age, superior ta apy Chinese, other im:
